Policy R-18: PERMANENT RADAR SIGNS 

 

BACKGROUND:  Reference the Memorandum, “Permanent Radar Sign Policies” 
dated September 2006 to the Kirkland City Council from the Transportation 
Commission.  This document is available on-line or from the Transportation 
Division of Public Works. 
 

1. Radar signs are considered as one of the several traffic calming tools 
available for solving speeding problems in Kirkland.  

2. Radar signs can be used on 2 or 3 lane arterials and collector streets, 
especially where other traffic calming devices may not be appropriate, 
such as streets with traffic volumes greater than 5,000 vehicles per day 
and on Primary Emergency Response Routes. 

3. Radar signs should not be used use on local streets where other traffic 
calming measures are applicable. 

4. Each application of radar signs needs a “before and after” study with 
community feedback to build upon our experience of where the signs are 
most effective. 
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
